Response to Amendment 

1 . The following Office Action is responsive to the amendments and remarks 
received on October 20, 2010. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 22, 51 , 53-60, and 62-67 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach "a plurality of power transmission coils, which are distinct from the position 
resolving grid, for radiating the electromagnetic field, the plurality of power transmission 
coils being overlapping resonant power transmission coils that are configured to 
generate current multiplication associated with resonance therein, wherein the position 
resolving grid and the plurality of overlapping resonant power transmission coils are 
arranged coextensively on top of one another to form the surface." The prior art of 
record, Yamanami et al., teaches power transmission coils and a position resolving grid 
arranged coextensively in combination, but fails to teach that the coils generate current 
multiplication associated with resonance therein. The prior art Oda et al. (US Patent No. 
7,423,629) teaches power transmission coils that are a resonant LC transmission circuit 
that are arranged to maximize the power within the circuit, but also fails to teach that the 
coils generate current multiplication associated with resonance therein. The prior art 
fails to teach or suggest, either singly or in combination, power transmission coils that 
generate current multiplication associated with resonance therein, for use with a surface 
and cordless transducer system.
